SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The VCD D46, also known as Angel Puss, is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The VCD, originating from Japan, consists of a menu screen and a feature focusing on 
the explicit depiction of sexual activity between a man and a woman. Aspects of the 
manner in which this is presented have been addressed under s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The publication 
contains sexual conduct of a degrading and dehumanising nature, and degrades and 
dehumanises the female participant, to a moderate degree. This is mitigated to some 
extent by the consensual nature of the activity and the evident pleasure experienced 
by the female. 

Given the content of the publication, and the intended purpose of the publication which 
is as a means of sexual arousal, the publication is restricted to an audience of adults. 
The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to this 
publication. The classification represents the minimum interference with the freedom 
of expression consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
